BULLER'S TROOPS MOVING 


Details of the Operations Before the 
Boer Position in the Biggars- 
berg Mountains. 


LONDON, May 15, 1:30 p. m.—The War 
Office to-day furnishes confirmation of Gen. 
Buller’s move on the Biggarsnperz, in a 
dispatch from Gen. Buller as f>llows: 

Kemp's Farm, May 15.—The following 
telegrams sent to Roberts are now repeated 
to you. They begin under date of May 13: 

“In accordance with instructions to keep 
the enemy occupied at the Biggarsburg, on 
May 11, I concentrated the Third Cavairy 
Brigade of the Second Division and some 
corps of artillery at Sunday's River Drift, 
and directed 
Bethune to advance on Greytown with the 
Bethune mounted infantry, the Umvoti 
Mounted Rifles and the Imperial Light In- 
fantry. On May 12 we moved to Wasch- 
bank and Bethune to Pomeroy, while Gen. 
Hildeyard from Elandslaagte occupied In-

The McNulty home, a modest white-paint- 
ed frame structure, is located on the south 
side of Papin street, about one-half a block 
west of Theresa avenue. 

Since the child was old enough to attend 
school she has been a pupil at the parochial 
girls’ school of St. Malachy’s Catholic 
Church, Ewing and Clark avenues. To 
reach there it was little Mary’s custom each 
morning to walk north on Theresa avenue 
to Manchester road and then either walk 
or ride in to Ewing avenue. 

She and the other children of the neigh- 
borhood, nearly all of whom attend either 
St. Malachy’s,or the Pope (public) School 
in the same neighborhood, had crossed the 
tracks at Theresa avenue so frequently 


that all thoughts of the danger that lurked 
there had been gradtally banished from 
their minds. 

Tuesday morning Mary left home at the 
usual hour. Her mother kiesed her affec- 
tionately as she bid her good-by, and her 
‘father gazed proudly after her as she went 
‘smilingly away. The business men along 
Theresa avenue .bade her a cheery ‘good 
morning’’ as they saw the pretty chiid in 
her dainty blue frock pass by, for she was

At a special meeting of the members of 
the Hove Congregation!

The proposed resignation becomes effec- 
tive Nov. 1. The action was taken through 
a resolution, which was carried by a vote 


of 44 to 38. 

Monday n'ght’s meeting lasted from 8:3) 
o'clock untii midnight. It was replete with 

xeiting incidents. 
or oe charges were not made In the res- 
olution requesting the pastors resignation, 
but charges were made in the lLeated de- 
bate which preceded the vote on tne iesolu- 
tion, and caime after a resoiuiloa approving 
the pastor's administration and recummend- 
ing his continuance in the church had been 
aereated. 

The meeting was opened by 
with prayer and a hymn, 

Maurice Barrett was appointed moderator. 
Whiie Mr. Barrett was taking his place on 
the platform the congregation,, in which 
there were many women, was, exceedingly 
quiet. ‘his quiet was the stillness which 
presaged the storm. 

Mr. Barrett asked that the pleasure of 
the congregation be expressed in the usual 
manner. A resolution commending Mr. 
Shear was introduced. It proclaimed him an 
ideal pastor and an ideal man. 

Supt. Wurdach of the Sunday-school 
and others spoke in opposition of the reso- 
lution. Alden spoke for the resolution. 
Several women joined in the discussion. 
Miss Mabel Evans, a school teacher, spoke 
against the resolution, 

in the fidst of the debate which ensued 
the electric tgnts were turned off, leav- 
ing the church in the uncertain yellow light 
shed by the moonbeams streaming through 
the stained glass windows. 

The lights were again turned on and a 

entieman in the congregation informed Mr. 
Garrett that he had unintentionally turned 
off all the lights while trying to extinguish 
fa few to curtail expenses. 

The resolution commending the pastor 
was then put to a vote and lost by 49 to 38. 
A motion to adjourn was lost.

Shear’s charge new members had joined 
the church; that a good many had life; that 
the opposition to the pastor was composed 
of malcontents who were forced to leave the 
Fountain Park Church; that these per- 
sons left of their own accord. 

“Order! Order! Order!’ shouted the chair,

OLD SCHEDULE FOR DAY AND

Under the terms of the agreement reached 
late Monday afternoon the striking em- 
ployes of the Suburtan system returned to 
work Tuesday morning. Cars are running 
throughout the day on all the Suburban 
Hires according to the regular time schedule. 
The police guards have been withdrawn. 
Tuesday nigtsht the regular cars and the 
owls will be run for the first time since 
May 7. 

This settlement was reacted by an agree- 
ment to submit the differences to a board 
of arbitra:ion, which is to begin its sittings 
within 48 hours of the time of signing the 
agreement. 

At 7:30 Monday evening, in the police

Mr. Woodworth at once notified the inion 
men to report for duty Tuesday morning. 
Congratulations upon this amicable arrange- 
ment were exchanged. 

Manager Jenkins’ proposition, agreed to 
by Chairman Wocdworth, is that three men 
be selected to decide whether the company 
or the union violated the agreement of April 
6. Each side has claimed all along that 
the other violated this agreement. 

The employes of the company who did 
not strike are to select one arbitrator. The 
strikers are to choose another. These two 
will agree upon a third. 

Partiea to the conference at which the 
agreement to arbitrate was reached were 
President Harry B. Hawes of the Board of 
Police Commissiomers, acting for the non- 
striking employes, at the instance of Man- 
ager Jenkins; Fresident Jolly of Divison 
No. 144, Amalgasnated Association of Street 
Railway Employes of the United tates, 
Chairman Woodworth and members Dan 
Capstick, James P. Brennan, H. H. Jones 
and Daniel Faris of the grievance commit- 
tee, President Mahan of the international 
union and Attorney Ben F. Clark for the 
strikers. 

At the request of Mr. Hawes, after two 
houre’ conference, President Turner and 
Manager Jenkins of the Suburban arrived, 
but they did not become parties to the 
conference. They advised with Mr. Hawes 
outside the room. 

The first steps toward a settlement of the 
str'ke were taken by the non-striking em- 
ployes last Saturday, when they sent a com- 
mittee ta Mr. Hawes, asking him to act for 
them and thus, indirectly, for the company. 

During Sunday Mr. Hawes con:erred with 
the Suburban officials as to the aituation, 
and Monday morning held a preliminary 
conference with President Mahon, President 
Jolly and Attorney Clark, the result of 
which was the calling of the decisive con- 
ference for the afternoan.

CHAIRMAN EDWARDS HOPEFUL,

Another conference between the Tranait 
Co. officials and the grievance committee of 
the strikers began at 2 o'clock Tuesday at 
a place not divulged by either of the par- 
tiles to the meeting.

Charles W. Nugent of the citizens’ com- 
mittee which brought the company and the 
strikers’ committee together Monday after- 
noon, appeared at the strikers’ headquarters 
at 1:30 o’clock, and informed the strikers 
that the company was ready to meet them. 

Attorney Ben Clark for the strikers said

DECLARES TRIAL WAS NOT FAIR. 


SAYS ESTABLISHED RULES OF EV- 
IDENCE WERE IGNORED. 


Montanan Declares That He Is Certain 
That 80 Per Cent of His Constit- 
uents Believe Him Un- 
7 justly Treated. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—Scareely had 
the routine business been concluded when 
Mr. Clark of Mantana surprised the Senate 
by arising and addressing the chair on 
a question of privilege personal to 
himself, and after a speech of some 
length, anmounced his’ resignation.

RESTS WITH APPELLATE COURT 


FAMOUS CASE RESUMED TUES- 
DAY MORNING. 


Child’s Mother Avers the Former Ob- 
jection to Her Guardianship Are 
Removed by the Absence 
of Her Sister. 


Judges Bond and Bland of the Court of 
Appeals heard the application Tuesday of 
Mrs. Jesse P. Edwards for a writ of 
habeas corpus, awarding her possession 
of her 10 year-old daughter, Willie May, 
the custody of whom was awarded to her 
grandfather, Dr. .A. T. Edwards, of Wilbar- 
ger County, Tex., by Judge Withrow Fri- 
day. é, 

t the beginring of the hearing the court 
ruled that only those grounds for a writ 
would be considered that were not in issue 
when Judge Withrow passed on the case 
and had arisen since its submission. 

In Judga Withrow’s opinion, great im- 
portance is attached to the fact that Mrs. 
Edwards’ sister,, Mrs, Grace Holman, was 
living with her, the court. holding that Mra. 
Hoiman was not a proper associate for the 
child. In the petition it is averred that Mrs. 
Iiolman is no longer living with Mrs. Ea- 
wards and that, therefore, the objection to 
her companionship with the child is re- 
moved. The respondent claims that Mrs. 
Holman has left the city only temporarly 
for the purpose of allowing the plea to be 
made and that she will return as soon as 
a decision is rendered in the “ase. 

When Judge Withrow awarded the child 
to Dr. Erwards, the latter was in the city 
ready to take her to his home in Texas. 
He started on his journey Saturday after- 
noon, but was intercepted at Kirkwood by 
a Deputy Shiriff who served an order for a 
writ of habeas corpus, issued by Judge 
Bond. Dr. Edwards immediately restored

Brooke that, in spite of his inability to 
discover their proceedings, they were try- 
ing to embarrass him and prevent him 
trom becoming governor-general, But their 
antipathy to Brooke was as nothing to their 
antipathy to Wood. Rathbone’s blindness 
to everything that was going on and his 
contentment with his magnificent pomp as 
director-general made him an ideal govern- 
or-general in their eyes. 

Neely visited the United States last sum- 
mer and devoted himself energetically to 
working up a public opinion against the 
appointment of any military officer to the: 
governor-generalship. e did not mention 
the name of Rathbone, but everywhere he! 
went he sowed hints that military govern- 


orship was becoming unbearable to the | 
Cubans. He saw members of the adminis- 
tration and explained his position to them 
and he left a trai! of hints in official and 
newspaper circles, all tending to show that 
a military governor would not do. At the 
Same time he exalted, by way of contrast, 
the magnificent work of the director of 
posts. 

The impression left after Neely’a visit 
Was that Brooke was a failure and Rath- 
bone was the only bright spot in the insular 
administration.

CHICAGO, May 15.—In the M. E. confer- 
ence to-day, after long debate on the re- 
port of the Committee on Episcopacy, pro- 
viding for the election of new bishops, a 
vote was taken amid confusion. The voie 
an amendment to a substitute to 
majority repert, the amendment pro- 
viding fcr four bishops.

HEAVY CLOUDBURST BREAKS 
OVER THE STATE CAPITAL

AUSTIN, Tex., May 15.—By far the heavi- 
est cloudburst which has occurred here in 
many years, not omitting the flerce rains 
during the time of the washing away of the 
great dam, prevailed here last night and 
this morning.

Lightning played havoc with telegraph 
and telephone lines. Telephone poles in 
the city were badly wrecked by the light- 
ning. Crovs in this section of the country 
were serious!y damaged and the farmers are 
becoming impoverished by the continued 


floods.

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AN OPENING FOR THE BOERS. 


State Secretary Reitz of the Transvaal has announced to a 
correspondent of the Post-Dispatch that he, his family and 
friends will come to the United States if the two Republics 
are beaten in the struggle with the English, and thousands 
will follow his lead. 

Just how many Boers will abandon their country and trek 
again is uncertain, but Mr. Webster Davis, who is pretty 
well acquainted with their temper and disposition, declares 
in Monday’s Post-Dispatch that “they will not live under En- 
glish domination.” 

In the Transvaal there are 100,000 Boers; in the Free State 
75,000. 

If any considerable proportion of this population determines 
to flee once more from the English, where will they go? 

To this question the Sunday Post-Dispatch of May 13 cun- 
tained the answer. The three States of Missouri, Arkansas 
and Kansas form a nuclues about which are gathered the 
great commonwealths of the Central West and South, all 
eager to receive and welcome the new population. They can 
offer the Boers the greatest advantage in the world in the 
way of agricultural opportunity. The climate is suited to 
the Boer physique and temper, and the civil conditions are 
such as to prove especially attractive to a liberty loving 
people.

Mr. Joseph Springer, a New York tailor, does not think it 
is wise. He came to grief through dishwashing, and is suing 
for divorce on account of'it. He says his first wrong step 
was taken when he took down the family dishpan. 
was the opening wedge. Little by little the henpecking be- 
gan and grew more intolerable from that day. He became 
cook, scrubber, washerman, ironer, until endurance ceased to 
be a virtue. At first, for fear of ridicule by the neighbors 
and the public, he kept silent. But when Mrs. Springer 
scolded at the way he ironed one of her white skirts the Jast 
straw was laid on him. He revolted. 

With the advent of the new woman ideas, a good deal of 
doubt has grown up regarding the exact spheres of work for 
the two sexes. Many a married man has found himself going 
the way of Mr. Springer. Perhaps the time has come when 
the question as to what is man’s work and what is woman's 
work should be defined. Should a married man ever touch 
the dishpan?- If not, why not? And why is housework es- 
sentially a woman’s occupation?

So 
can any other machine. If all the clocks in the city can be 
. run and controlled by electricity, so can all other machines. 

The time may come when a Manager of Industry will turn 
over in bed of a morning, peep at the Clock, find it is 8 
a m., get on his elbow and touch a button. At that in- 
stant all the machines in the country will begin their daily 
work, controlled from the common center fike so many 
clocks. 

‘When this state of things exists, all we shall have to do is to 
drop into the machine rooms now and then to see that nothing 
is going wrong, and to remove the product and distribute 


it. Science will make us all happy by enabling us all to loaf 
as much as we lke. 


We cannot be a “world power” without a continuation of 
our great tax burdens, but we can be a power that can de- 
fend itself against all comers and keep our national ex- 
penses within the bounds of moderation, while we progress 
more rapidly than any ‘other people. 
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AN IRELAND IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

In the North American Review for May Jean de Bloch, the 
author of the famous book, “The Future of War,” reiterates 
his opinion that England's wisest policy would be to stop 
the war. 

He believes that the present advantage is only apparent 
mot real.

OF FIRST ST. LOUIS SERIES. 


IT WAS A VERY CLOSE SHAVE. 


As in the First Game, the Visitors 
Captured Leading Honors by 
a Single Run. 


The third game of the Brooklyn series 
was played Monday afternoon at League 
Park and the champions won by the score 
of 3 to 2. 

Jack Powell pitched for the Red Caps and

The game was a pitcher's battle through- 
out and as the locais could not get on to 
the curves of the Brooklyn twirler, and the 
champions found Powell! to their liking in 
just one inning, they scored enough runs 
to win their second game of the series by 
the narrow margin of one tally. 

The contest was‘a good one, but not the 
kind that arouses enthusiasm, as pitchers’ 
battles never do, but at that the fair-sized 
crowd present seemed to enjoy it.

Exporters Combine to Secure Changes 
in Shipping Rules, Maritime In- 
surance and the Like. 


An application was filed in the Circult 
Court Monday by B. F. Walker, attorney, 
for a decree of incorporation for the Gulf 
Ports Grain Exporters’ Association. 

This incorporation is the direct outcome 
of a movement started by the St.. Louis 
grain exporters last January for the secur- 
ing of certain reforms in ocean bills of lad- 
ing and contracte of sales with Burope. The 
St. Louis exporters realized that they alone 
could not accomplish the desired result in 
this respect and invitations were issued to 
five of the largest exporters from the gulf 
to be present at a meeting held on Feb. 10. 
The preliminary steps for the organizing of 
the association were then taken, and it was 
decided to hold another meeting in April for 
the election of officers. At this meeting it 
was found that the general opinion of the 
members was that the association could be 
made national in character, and include all 
the largest grain exporters in the Unitec 
States, which would give it such power,that 
a great many desired reforms could be ade 
and maintained.

Sent to Penitentiary. 


A man was sent to the workhouse for 3 
days at Belleville Monday afternoon who 
claims to be the pension claimant who was 
sent to the penitentiary after being con- 
victed of trying to defraud the government 
out of thousands of dollars by represent- 
ing himself as William Newby. 

With him was sent to jail a woman who 
he says is his wife. sHe says that after 
he. was released from the penitentiary he 
went South and visited his old stamping 
ground in Alabama, where he was an in- 
mate of several poorhouses before he went 
to the vicinity of his. old home in White 
County, Ill, and discovered the Newby 


family. 

He was admitted to the poorhouse in Ala- 
bama, and there met the woman, who was 
an inmate also, and they were married @ 
short tinge ago, he says. 

The couple turned up in Belleville a week 
ago. They applied at the police station 
for shelter. They were taken in and kept 
over night. They wanted to be sent to the 
county farm. The next morning they were 
referred to Overseer of Poor Hill. He did 
not think they were entitled to be cared 
for by the county. They then asked for 
transportation northward. He refused to 
issue it, and after expressing their opinion 
of him, they left. 

But they had not given up the hope of 
getting into the poorhouse, and they got 
there by strategy. Friday Supervisor A. 
A. Miller of Smithton Township telephoned 
tu the county farm for the ambulance for 
a sick couple. The ambulance was sent 
and Newby and his wife were set down 
at the poorhovse. They had become sick 
or feigned sickness in Supervisor Miller’s 
neighborhood, and prevailed upon him to 
send them to the county farm. 

Once entered the worst symptoms of ill- 
nees disappeared, but they both kept up 
their claims of being very sick. Superin- 
tendent Woods discovered that the man 
had made himself sick by eating tobacco 
and Monday he turned the couple out. 

They went straight to the office of Over- 
seer Hill at the courthouse and demanded 
transportation. He refused it and they be- 
came so threatening that he had to call 
Janitor Henry Grabler to his assistance, to 
keep the man from carrying out his an- 
nounced intention of cutting the overseer.

Leading Presbyterian clergymen contend- 
ed that the dissenting and resignation of 
Dr. Hillis was immaterial, as he {s now pas- 
tor of a Congregational church, and there- 
fore no longer identified with the Preshby- 
terian denomination. ; 

Notwithstanding this, Dr. Hillis’ attitude 
Was the oceasion of a genera] debate, in 
the press, in the pulpit and upon the ros- 
trum, over the Westminster Confession 
the trend of opinion seeming to be that the 
time has artived for the church to lop off 
not only thé doctrine of predestination or 
foreordination, but likewise the doctrine 
of infant damnation and certain other 
teachings which the confession contains. 

Hundreds of clergymen throughout ‘the 
country have been interviewed on the sub- 
ject. Many are noncommittal. Some are 
outspoken in favor of doing away with one 
or more of these doctrines, while others 
stand firmly upon the old creed and declare 
that they will fight for it in the assembly. 

For many years the “higher criticism’”’ 
among clergymen and the secular criticism 
of nonchurchmen have attacked particu- 
larly the doctrine of predestination as being 
not in accord with the conception of a just 
God and the revelations of science, reason 
and common sense. 

The late Robert G. Ingersoll of the United 
States and the late Charles Bradlaugh of 
Kngland were among the first men to at- 
tack the doctrine of predestination from the 
platform. Both these free thought leaders 
roundly ridiculed the idea that any par- 
ticular soul is foreordained to eterna] tor- 
ment by a just God, or that any other soul 
is set apart for eternal bliss, regardless of 
earthly actions. They predicted that before 
many years the Presbyterian Church would 
outgrow such a doctrine and repudiate it. 
It had been repudiated already, they ar- 
gued, by all unbiased thinkers. 

Ninety years ago the _ religious body 
known as the Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church, which has two congregations in| 
St. Louis and is very strong in Missouri and 
the other Middle Western states, seceded 
from the old-school Presbyterian Church, 


adopting a creéd M which the doctrine of 
predestination has no place. Ministers of | 
this denomination aver that this is nne of 
the chief differences between their church | 
and the original Presbyterian body. They; 
say that the fathers of their denomination 
along the Cumberland River, in Tennessee, 
decided in 1810 against the doctrine which 
now agitates the old church and which 
promises cither to be rent asunder or more 
firmiy riveted by official action this week 
or St. Louis.
